The  nanoa  of  his  parents  have  never  been  proved;  but,  wo 
havr,  reasons  to  boliovG  that  his  father  was  also  John  Chad- 
wick, and  his  nother,3othunia  Chadwick.  Traditions  state 
that  our  John  Chadwick' s  father  was  either  a  son,  or  a 
nephew,  of  Sir  Andrew  Chadwick,  of  London  fane  during  the 
roign  of  Quocn  Anne,  Sir  Andrew  was  born  probably  in  Dub- 
lln,Ireland,  circa  1676.  Out,  John  Oldfiold  Chadwick  in  his 
Life  and  History  of  Sir  Andrew  Chadwick.  pub.  by  Chas.L. 
Woodward,78  Nassau  St., Now  York  City,  cUlrod  that  Sir  An- 
drew Chadwick  hftd  no  logltlnato  holra.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  nany  have  tried  to  establish  kinship  because  l>f 
tho  reportedly  vast  holdings  In  Chancery  loft  by  Sir  Andrew, 
To  date,  none  have  proved  their  descent  fron  hin  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  powers -that -be.  It  Is  altofrether  possible 


and  proboblG  that  John  Chadwlck'a  father  waa  of  blood  kin 
to  tho  cynical  Sir  Andrew  who  wrote  In  a  codicil  to  his 
will  of  those  "hungry  Lancashire  kites  tc  when  I  owe  noth- 
ing either  by  ties  of  blood,  gratjtndo,  or  natural  affec- 
tion"; and  again,,.. "in  the  sun  :;/"  i\ve   thousand  pounds... 
that  thoy  do  divide  tho  sano  in  proportionable  shares  to 
such  persons  of  ny  kindred  who  shall  appear  and  provo  their 
degree  of  consanguinity."  However,  Sir  Andrew's  half -broth- 
er,Thomas,  had  a  son, John,  who  married  a  Bethunia,  and  onl- 
grated  to  Anorica, 

Also,  down  through  family  rop4tition  has  cone  tho  story 
of  John  Ghadwick's  father  who,  approximately  1763,  brought 
his  four  sons  from  La nca shire, England,  via  Ireland,  to 
New  York  City,  thence  to.;Kj)  i.  Irlvania  whore  he  lived  for 
a  short  while  before  coming  to  tho  headwaters  of  the  Yad  - 
kin  River,  Surry  Co.,N.C.,  according  to  A  Gonoalo.Tical 
History^  by  Col.  Cadwallader  Jones,  No  mention  is  made  of 
any  females;  but,  as  thoy  were  often  omitted  in  early  rec- 
ords, there  Is  no  use  to  assume  that  none  came  along.  Thoro 
is  a  record  of  a  John  Chadwick  and  wlfo, Be thunia, having  pur- 
chased 697  acres (tho  Perkins  grant)  on  Linvlllo  Creek, 
Rowan  Co.,N.C.,ln  1768. (Surry  Co,  waa  cut  off  of  Rowun  Co.) 
Our  John  Chadwick  family  decided  upon  a  farm  on  tho  head- 
waters of  the  South  Pork  of  the  Yadkin  River,  called  vShal- 
low  Ford.  There  they  built  a  substantial  homo,  and  aottlod, 

Tho  sons  were  John, Joseph, Benjamin,  and  _? ,probably

this  aoetlon  of  North  Carolina,  leaving  a  path  of  dcvaota  ■ 
tion  arong  the  pronlnont  Whig  hones,  the  Chadwick  hone  w:  i 
«  vlctln.  Thoy  any  that  Lord  Cornwnllis  did  not  order  this 
doatructlon,  wnd  very  displeased  with  the  unruly  ones  among 
hla  troops,  and  threatened  to  punish  the  offr^.ndora.  IVhcrc 
tho  Chadwioks  found  shelter  is  not  known;  but,  the  fatnor 
ftnd  tho  throe  oldest  boys  promptly  enlisted.  Later,  the 
youngest  boy,  a  lad  of  only  12,  ran  away  and  joined  tho 
Arorican  troops, serving  aa  a  drummer  boy.  Tradition  states 
ho  was  killed  in  battlo. 

Our  John  Chadwick  served  18  months  as  a  private  in  Capt, 
John  Bruce 's  North  Carolina  Cwipany.  He  participated  in  the 
Buttle  of  Guilford  Covirt  Houso  and  several  other  skirmish- 
es. Ho  re-enlisted  in  July  1782,  and  served  as  an  orderly 
sergeant  in  Capt, Bruce 's  Company,  He  was  comnisionod  ensign 
in  tho  fall  of  1782  in  the  same  company,  and  served  five 
months, (All  of  this  was  taken  from  his  military  record.) 

At  the  end  of  tho  war,  in  which  tho  writer  believes  that 
John's  father  must  have  boon  killed,  John  wander od  back  to 


tho  ashGS  of  his  old  hono,  Thoro, v.'ithout  3holtc-r,clothG3,or 
food,  he  Indcntvufod  hlnsolf  to  John  Allen,  a  landowner,  for 
one  and  ono-half  yonrs  for  br^ard  and  keep.  The  Indenture  pa- 
per nay  be  found  on  p.  130, Bock  I, of  Surr;;  County (N.C.)  Court 
Ronords,  It  wu3  nude  tho  17th  of  r--;:tombcr,1782,  and  signed 
in  tho  proGcnco  of  J,0.Wllllan3,vVil\ian  Wai.laco,  •.-.:•  George 
Kinbrough, 

Latisr,  we  find  that  Joaeph  Gfeadwick  v-.lao  returned  to  Surry 
Co,,N,C,;  and  the  two  brothers  joined  nn  expedition  to  aotftio 
tho  District  of  Kentucky,  Col.Cadwallador  Jonoa  in  his  A  Gof»€ 
oalof3;ical  History  atatos  that  they  wont  wit:h  Daniel  Boone; 
and,  for  a  long  tin;-  thoro  was  a  troo  on  the  '"ih^dwick  Ken- 
tucky farn  with  Daniel  Boone's  nano  carved  th;rr.oii.  Other 
sources  say  that  they  acconpun*  ,.i  Isaac  Sh;lby;  and,  \vc  arc 
told  that  tho  youne  wonan  whon  John  ChadwicJ-  lat..r  narriod 
was  a  cousin  of  Isaac  Shelby.  '^Iso,  ho  Rancd  one  of  his  sons 
for  Shelby,  In  cither  case,  they  must  have  spent  sodo  time 
exploring  that  grand  ol4  territory,  for  aono  "ccords  say  they 
stayed  for  a  while  about  tho  present  Boiling  Grcon,  and  about 
Bourbon  County,  Next,  we  find  Joseph  Chadwick^with  tho  char- 
acteristic Chadv/ick  itching  foot,  wand>.ring  on  to  Illsaouri  ^ 
Ho  was  last  heard  of  in  St, Joseph, the  end  of  th,,  t.-uil  at 
that  tine.  There,  the  records  of  hin  scon  to  end. 

In  his  36th  year,  John  Chadwick, having  received  a  Kentucky 
land  grant  for  his  Revolutionary  War  services,  decici^.d  to 
settle.  He  narried  on  March  12, 1796, at  Catlcttsburg . Ky. (then 
in  Greenup  Co.),  Kerenhappuch  Shortrid^re,  a  duu^ht -;-^  of  n.?!  , 


Goorgo  and  Margnrot  Mulr  Shortridgo,  nlao  Kentucky  plononrn, 
fron  tho  vicinity  of  Alexandria, Va,  These  Shortridgcs  had 
lived  about  In  oorly  Kentucky  forts;  and  wcro  at  this  tlno, 
rnsldonta  of  a  fort  ot  the  nouth  of  tho  Big  Sandy  Crock, 
Korcnhappuch,  their  flrit*born,WQ3  reputedly  tho  first  white 
child  born  In  the  Kentucky  territory, 

John  €hA4wl«|i  iMillt  on  his  farm, which  was  about  3  niles 
fron  the  Units  of  Gatlettsburg,a  log  house  of  two  very 
large  r«o«M^«4MUM«t«4  by  a  breezeway«  Their  first  child  was 
born  in  179t%  illble  record*  give  his  nana  as  Gerove ;  but, 
the  writer  flrnly  believes  tho  nane  was  George,  and  being 
copied  from  faded  and  alnoat  undecipherable  handwriting, 
was  misconstrued  as  Gerove,  Tho  early  Chadwicks  wore  not 
schooled,  and  John  Chadwlck  could  not  even  write  his  awn 
name.  Another  reason  that  J^   believe  it  v/as  George  was  be- 
cause of  the  almost  unbreakable  custom  of  those  days  of 
naming  the  first  children  for  grandparents,  and  Keren  • 
happuch's  father  was  George,  Too,  tho  name,Gcr_ovc,  had  no 
precedence  or  repetition  that  we  can  locate.  However, Gorovo 
or  George,  lived  loss  than  a  year,  Tho  next  eleven  children 
arrived  thus;  Hiram  Thomas, 1799; Cynthia  Ann, 1800;  George 
Eli  (or  Edward),  1802; Eliza  IlargarGt,lB04;Hanson  Snortrldgo, 
1807; John  hadison,lQ09;Salllo  i'iolinda,ieil;3hGlby  Wayne, 
1814;Juckson  Napoloon,1816;Alvin  hencfoe,1818;  and  Adelaide 
Lucrctla,1821, 

John  Chadwlck  bocame  tho  first  magistrate  of  Greenup  Co. 
Kye  It  m^jst  have  been  a  much  simpler  Job  in  thoao  days, Tor 


oven  his  will  waa  signed  with  his  rnark(x).  In  1806, ho  do- 
cidod  to  havG  his  vast  acrcago  survoycd.  He  socurcd  tho  best 
surveyor  in  those  parts,  Hanson  Newman;  and, as  was  the  cus» 
ton  in  those  days,  ho  furnished  board  and  lodging  to  llr, 
Newman  until  the  Job  was  complete.  Ilr.Nowman  evidently  be- 
came quite  a  favorite  with  the  Chadwick3,both  the  elders 
and  the  four  children  who  iforo  then  living,  for  when  the 
next  lusty  son  arrived,  he  %%m   ^onptly  names  Hanson  Sh<»'t- 
ridge  Chndwick. 

John  Chadwick  lost  his  wlf<i  tH  i840.  She  was  in  her  Gist 
year,  She  is  buried  beside  lvl«  •%  *he  aforo-mentionod  Ewing 
Burial  Ground.  In  tJxo  moantliso^Alt  the  Chadwick  children 
were  married, and  oxcept  for  ono,»€%ttored.  Sallie  Helinda 
Chadwick  Swing  with  her  hu3b<;nd|€ol,  John  Jo;3oph  Ewing)  and 
ci»ildroi^annio, Thomas  J,, John  AX»ln, William  S4,and  Sallie 
Kolinda),  livod  v.'ith  her  fathcF  In   the  old  Ohadwi?l|  hono 
until  her  early  demiLao,1849. 

Probably,  John  Chadwick  bocunc  lonesome  for  companionship, 

or  probably  he  know  that  this  delicate  daughter  had  not  long 

to  livo— -anyway, on  May  31, 1847, when  he  was  87  years  old, ho 

caused  quite  a  stir  in  the  family  by  taking  unto  himself  a 

2nd  wif o,Lucindra  3artram,in  Greenup  Co.  This  marriage 

so.nod  to  be  a  business  arrangement,  and  terminated  on  April 

4, 1850, at  his  death.  His  will: 

"I, John  Chadwick, of  Greenup  Co, and  State  of  Kentucky, do 
hereby  make  ny  last  will  and  Testament  in  manner  and  form 
as  following:
